Over one hundred families, af least, as I sat 
credibly informed, have movedf into Daviess county 
iluring'the past fall. 

There are still large liodies of unoccupied land 
here, especially lying between Panther creek and 
the Green Biver, «br sals, Witt yriese 
si.x to ei|^ doDan per nera— nal 
lands. 

A sale of six hundred acres was made here this 
past fall at ? 10 j>er acre. The land was improved 
and was situate three mile- tVoni < )u-ensboro. Ten 
miles from the river, inii. roved lands range from ten 
to forty-five dollars; unimproved from six to n^^t 
It is agoodgwdnffo— tty, andwillylddfteexll 
to a ton and a half of dmothy. 

But tobacco is the staple here. There are from 
three to four millions of jiounds raisi-d in Davie.ss 
county as the average crop. The past j ear's crop, 
however, was seriously injured. It will not amount 
to more than two million yiouiids. ( if this, about 
six hundred thousand pounds is tine ti^bacco; from 
three to four hundred thousand are middling; and the 
balance, about one million, cut trreen, tiadlv cut and 
badly frosted. But as the jxKjrest ran;,'es from four 
to si.x dollars per hundred, tlie producers will realize 
more from their crops than any previous year "witli- 
in the memory of the oldest mhabitant. 

There are four stemmeries in Owenriwro', and al- 
most all the tobacco raised in Daviess has Jieen .sold 
anil delivered here. 

In McLean the tobacco crop was still smaller; and 
finds an outlet at the difl'ereut landings on the GreaB 
river. 

The prospect of a good whe:it crop is at present 
not very flattering.

The Me.xican Extraordinary, the best poasStie an> 
thority, has given publicity to the substance of tte 
new treaties negotiated by Mr. Forsyth. 

The treaties are five in number, depending upon 
each other, and all complete an arrangement, the 
object of which is to relieve Mexico of her financial 
difficulties, to btfaig to her o oaste a commercial leett 
and to her fironders a trade which will give new fifs 
and activity to her commerce hy land and by sea. 
We give in order the sulistance of eech tn-aty. 

The first treaty provides for the establishment of 
a commission tor the examination i.11 claims if 
the citizens of both Republics againat the Goveifr 
ment of either, eaenting the Asseriean daima i 
vi.ied for by Mnke kgr the ttmtj^tr - 

Hidalgo. 

The question of Mexican claims against the ITi 
ted States, by rea.son of the Indian depredat" 
upon the frontier, and conformably to the 11th aftf> 
cle of the treaty of Guadalupe, being a point in diN 
cu.ssion between the two Kenublies, will be anbmit- 
ted to the arbitration of the V'mp'ror of the '. 
If the decision be favorable to Mexico, 
will be brought before the commission. 

The Oessmiasisaen will be composed of four 
memben and two Secretaries, namM by the two 
(iovemments, who will have the power to elect the 
lifth member, who will act as arbitrator, and who 
will decide all questiuus upou which ths four tirst 
members difl°er. 

The .second treatv, one of reciprocity, establishes 
the freedom of trade in certain article" of commerce 
enumerated, on tlie territoij' and frontier rivers of 
the two republics — but to the exclusion of tiie lines 
on the coast. This treaty is based upon the winci> 
pies of the reciprocity trea^ between ths United 
Siases and Canada. 

Thethfad traatyisa postal treaty Ibrtheesteh- 
lisLment of a weekly line of steamers. This Hne 
of steamers will be sup|iorted by the two (lovern- 
meiits, and will toueh at all the port ; of the two 
countries in the Gull of Mexico, from Mobile to Si- 
sal. 

The fourth treaty has the character of a general 
convention, and stipulates, among other things, for 
the renewal of the treaty of commeiee between the 
two Republics in 1031, which has ex|rired by limita- 
tion. 

1 lie iitili treaty {HTOvides for the loan of fifteen 
millions of dulLin to the Mexican government, ai 
four per cent, per annum. Seven millinns are 
cured hy the surrender of the Mexican revenne fo- 

the United States, to the perfect satisfaction of the 
principal and interest. 

Tliree millions will be retained in the treasury of 
the United States for the payment of c laims recog- 
nized by the mixed comml!>sion. If this sum be

Thk Asiericas Colosiz.\tion Society. — The 
Colonization Journal gives the receipts of the Amer- 
ican Colonization Society, for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1800, at $881,388-11, of wliich $24,- 
871 41 came from Nev.- York, $10,000 from Virgin- 
ia, $9,233 30 fiom Connecticut, $5,3:23 30 from 
Georgia, §4,430 from Kentucky, $4.2^6 49 from 
Pennsylvania, 5'3,'J'jl 10 New Jersey, $2,087 27 
Ohio, f 2,177 Mississippi, 10 liliode Island, 

«1,719 37 Maine, $1,611 Tennessee, .$1,122 84 
Massachusetts, 81,130 01 New Hampshire, and 
$1,112 50 Alabama. The other States contributed 
under $1,000. The Colonization Journal says: 

'This statement does not, of course, exhib- 
it the whole work and expense of the 
Colonization movement, new does it convey an 
idea of the sacrilices for the cause by the 
the several States. The South deserves credit for 
the value of the slaves emancipated during the year 
to go to Lil>eria. There were of these four huutlred 
who represented* under Southern laws, a cash value 
of fully $300,000, to which a large item should be 
added for expenditures in outfit and traveling ex- 
penses to the port of embarkation. In the Treasu- 
rer's table the State of Maryland is credited with 
less than $500, while actually, besides the appropri- 
ation of $10,000 from the State Treasury and large 
voluntary donations, all expended in strengthening 
the .'*cttlemcnt at Cape Paimas, that State chiefly, 
by one of it s own citizens, furnished the American 
Colonization Society with the noble packet, Car- 
oline Stevens, costing $44,000. Moreover, the 
table does not include the thousands of dollars ex- 
pended by the various State societies in sum>ort of 
agencies,' and in diffnsing information through the 
press by aewnaMn aaa aaaaal naocts, aor the 
thousands if MbB aset tefiiiaMia inf ■tioiifai Li- 
beria." 



The Nkw Treaty with Mi;.\ici>.— Mr. Ilei- 
vcy, the able and imparti il Washington correspon- 
dent of the Philadelphia North American, expresses 
ths following opinion of this transaction: 

It was a l)ol<l dash n\M\ the Treasury, that diplo- 
matic freak of Mr. Forsyth s, lor borrowing lifteen 
mfllloBS to help Conionfort, aud a crew of British 
and American speculators who have^ had longing 
eyes on our plethoric money-bags. £ncouraged by 
Gadsden's example, and by the belief that 'there 
was a party in the Senate ready for any extremity 
with a Southern asjiect, he took ujwn himself the 
whole negotiation, witiiout a line of iiistrnetion or 
an intimation even that it might be acceptable at 
headquarters. However, he and his confederates, 
whoever thej' may be, are beautifully taken in. 
The treaty will not go to the Senate, and, if Mr. 
Uuchanari thinks fit to revive it hereafler, he will 
do so in the face of a responsibility which it will be 
dilHcult to carry. This scheme woidd ineviubly 
lead to war, if that be not, as is susjiected, the real 
design below the gilded surface, after tilling the 
pockets of various artful managers in Mexico and 
elsewhere. Mexico does not now pay her interest 
to Knglan<l, for which 25 jier cent of the revenues 
are pledged, and it is notoriou> that tbose revenues 
are not sulficient to support her own establishment. 
How then coold the same sources be expected to 
pay U9j supposing this preposterous proposition to 
be entertained.' And, if they failed, we all know a 
cause of war would be found, and absorption of ter- 
ritory would be au inevitable consequence. Mr. 
Forsyth sujiposed he would recommend his project 
to the manifest-destiny patriots and Southern prop- 
agandists by these considerations, but Gov. Marcy 
has veiv qiuetly consigned his paiier anaagement to 
the rubbish comer of diplomacy, where it will sleep 
that sleep which knows no waking. 

PcBLK- Oi'iMON OI- Ckime.— -The Albany Eve. 
niiig Journal thus tersely describes tht p o >al «r ef- 
fect of a grfc;it crime: 

There aio Jii.n three stagea «f popabr tzcilnBent 

over a great crime. 

First, the bloodthirs^, wUch b fbr seizing some- 
body on the slightest suspcion, and stringing him 

up on t!ie nearest tree. Or it is for poking him into 
the lire with jjitchforks, because '•hanging \a too 
good for him." This lasts till the culprit is under 
sentence, lock, and key. 

Then the compassionate, when jurors sign pe- 
titions for his pardon, and judges regret the severi- 
ty of the sentence; when turnkeys praise his gen- 
tlemanly manners, and clergymen liis repentant 
spirit; when boys obtain his aiito^^raph, aod Women 
treaiure up locks of bis hair. These are the times 
that try the souls of Governors. 

Aad then the contemptuous, which, if dead, saeers 
over his coffin; if living, bids him go starve oat of the 
way of honest men, and raiU at the Executive and 
Judicial clenienc}', which it just before besought. 

This is the historv of every murder from Abel 
down to Burdell. 'I'he pnblic always hates crimi- 
nals l)efore conviction, pities them when convicted, 
and scorns them when set free. We do not tjuarrel 
with human nature for its tickle jibases; w e must 
take it as it is. But it should be the watchful care 
of the miaistw of btw that they are act hoiried by 
the first, c^olad by the secoao, or hardeaed by the 
third. 

Suemg for a Wife. — A novel case came up before 
the courts this morning, in which John Dean, an 
Irishiiuin, sues fur his wire, who, he alleges, is kept 
^hut up by her father — Mr. John tj. Boker, a prom- 
inent importer of wines aud liquors of this city. 
Mr. B. resided at Tarrytown, but spends the sum- 
mer in this city. Dean lUled the position of coach- 
man. It would seem from Dean's stwy, tiuU whUe 
Mr. B. has been in the city, attending to his busi- 
ness, the coachman has been in tlie habit of driving 
tliQ daughter out, that they liecame enamofed of 
each other, which Mr. B. ascertaining, he dismissed 
tbe coachman. Deans savs he then fouad sMans of 
communicating with the daughter, tlirongh a female 
family servant, and finally, she being in town, met 
Dean bv a[iiiointment — so he says — and were mar- 
ried by the Kev. Mr. llatfi( Id, in Thirty-fourth St. 
Dean now alleges that Mr. B. confines his daughter 
to tlie house, "wilbout anything to eat for three 
days," wiiich latter, however, is very unlikely. Mr. 
Cliarles .S. Spencer has the matter in hand, and 
makes application to-d;iy for the restoration of 
Deaa's wife thioagh a writ of habeas corpus.

A Row IN Nebraska. — ^We learn from Omaha 
City, under date of the 12th ult., that the closing 

scenes of tiie legislature of Nebraska Territory i 
were very exciting. The jxiptibir voire lia<l charged . 
several members with corruption w ith respect to | 
their votes on the passage of some bank charters. - 
In c<msequence, the Governor vetoed six charters 
so obtained. A crowd of rioters pursued the mem- 
bers accused to the olHce of the Territiprial Secreta- 
ry, and, disregarding all form of an investigating 
committee, attempted to intlict j)ersonal chastise- 
ment on one legishitor. He tlireatenetl to shoot ; 
with a revolver in reply, when the Secretary turned 
the whole batch into the street. Here the suspect- 
ed members ran off and concealed themselves. The 
legislative session would close on the IStii (rf Febru- 
ary. The Governor was completely bewUdend by i 
these occurrences.— JV. Y. Jlerald. ■

Tub Halk-Brkki> Tbact iw Mixnksota. — By 
the treaty of Prairie do €%ien in 1830 with the 
aarthwestem Indi^n.s, a tract of land thirty-six 
■dies long Uy fifteen wide, skirtiiif^ the whole suuth- 
waatern shore of Lake IVjiin and lyinp: on the Mis- 
aiatippi • few miles below the lake, was set ajjurt for 
theaaaand benefit of the half-hreed.'* of the .Sioux 
laiiau. In 1854, the half'-breed^, through their 
ageata and the Legislature of Minnesota, memorial- 
ized Oaogress to purchaae this tract and give tbeni 
scrip for lands eftiewhere. In res[Hinse to thi^ re- 
«iuest Congress in the .same year jia^sed an a<:t au- 
thorizing the Pre.oident to cau-e the reservation to 
be surveyed and to cause scrip to be issued to the 
half-breeds which the latter might locate upon un- 
•ecupied land, cither within the reser\ ation or else- 
where. 

Teiiijited by tin- iting character of the .soil and 
by the prospect tint th.-M- lands would soon conie 
into market, a larg. uiiuilier of whites immediately 
upon the passage of the above act settled within the 
reservatioa. It is estimated tliat there are at the 
present tioM 5,000 emigrant settlers on the tract in 
<!uesMon. They have ojiened firms, built villages, 
and estJihlisheil sdiools and c>uri lie#, the whole of 
Mtiith imjiroveinents are probably worth not less 
than one million of dollars. 

Here, of course, was au inviting field for specula- 
tors, and they have not failed to discover it. We 
understand uut thev have for some time past been 
tampering with the"half-bteeds, with the view to 
purchasing largely of this scrip as tifjon as it is 
placed in their hands. They have labored zealously 
to keep emigrants fh>m settling upon them, giving 
oat that tbqr wen aot eubject to praemption, and 
trying by tne same means to frighten them away, 
or into selling for a mere nomin;U sum the improve- 
ments thev have already made. Of course there is 
much excitement, not only among those m ho have 
.fettled upon the tract, bat aaMa^ tfea surrounding 
inhabitants. This excitenwat has become the more 
violent, for the reason that government has so long 
delayed carrying the act of ("ongress intt. effect. 
What ought to have been consuinmaled before the 
close of 1854 is not yet fully accomplialMd. The 
scrip has not yet been delivered to the half bmadi, 
nor has the tract been exposed to sale. 

8aaw Mgatfoeat a riiea ia ct a pw B al a Hn n hasnn- 
doabtedly occasioned this tardiness of the govern- 
ment, which will in due time cx]»ose itself topu!>lic 
insjc'ctj.in. It i> ( .intended in some quarters tliat 
settlers ou these lands have no right of pre-emption, 
and that the scrip may be located upon farms and 
town sites; but so monstrous an interpetration of 
law as this, and so great an outrage upf)n the rlLctits 
ct the hardy settler, will scarcely l>e t' li-rated. 
The excitement, however, is fanned by <I. < laratidus 
of this character, and we imagins many ni the set- 
tlers will be induced to sell out their iinpruvements 
for veiy small sons to get away from promised 
tnmbla aad aappaaaA iai^er «t kwlBg thefr alL 

By a late aomber of the Wabashaw Journal we 
perceive there is a prospect that the scrip will soon 
be issued, and the difKculties brought to a crisis. 
Mr. Rice writes that paper from Washington under 
date of January IGth, as follows : 

The scrip is now ready to be sent out, and I pre- 
sume the instructions will be ready in a feM' days. 
Yesterday I saw the Secretary of the Interior and 
urged (for the hundredth time) immediate action, 
and I trust that I satisfied him of the importance of 
sending out the scrip before the Spring emigration 
ooauneaces. He gave me to imderstand that no 
time should be lost. Gen. Shields will be tendered 
the appointment of Coauaiaaaaer to take out tha 
scrip.

Orphans and ininors must have guantians ap- 
pointed; same as in all other cases, and in accord- 
ance with tlie laws of the Territory, and said guar- 
dians will he authorized to sign the relinquishment 
and receive the scrip: 

The Journal assumes, and doubtless it is correct, 
that the moment the half-breeds rec ivc their scrip 
the land will tran>fer to the GoM-rmnem; and the 
moment it becomes Government laud the pre-euip- 
taaa law wfll a(tt,ia aad pnteet the settler. 

Tlw half-breea may take his scrip and lay it ujwn 
■■y unoccupied lands on this tract, or he' may lay 
itapon any unoocujiied <^jovernment lands anywhere 
alae. But in no case will he be allowei. to patch it 
upon occupied and improved lands ei'her on the 
reservation or elsewhere. When he has this scrip 
he has all that be bargained for, and all that he is 
entitled to. The land then belongs to tlie govern- 
ment, and the settler will no longer lie subjected to 
the half-breed title, ljut being a settler ujwn Govem- 
me:it land he will lie protected by the Government 
in the same manner as all other settlers are ]irotected.

It has always been the |x>licy of 
the Government to protect Ijona fide aettlers firom 
the '^cheln'.'^ of sj i-euittors. and it oartaialy will BOt 
be departed from on this occiiion. 

Meanwhile, there is no part of Minnesota that of- 
fers greater inducements to settlers than this same 
half'-breed tract, and we advise such as are favor- 
ably impressed with its character to go in and take 
their chances.
